v Ifee following information on Kurt HUGEST was submitted by Inspector Wilhelm 
VDI ETHICS who met HUGEST in Bregene in April 1951 and recruited him as an 
informant on the leraell IS. DIETRICH made several small payments to HUG3JT ’ 
and hopes 'to maintain contact' with him by mall. HUGENT is at present . In 
Vienna* 

a* Kurt^GSKT, bor^l March. 192$ in Bregen*. resident of Bregens until 
August 1§5Q. KUGEKT e erred in the German Aray during the last part, 
of the vafi'>UJegcdly In an air fofce unit. Aftor the war, KUGENT 
made a living ^bj; blacksuirket transactions which brought him into 
contact with Jewish DP^ who played a prominont role in Vorarlberg 
blackmarket eirclee N and specialised In the illogal Import of goods 
from Switserlaad. \

b. . Kurt HUGEST was recruited into the Israeli 13 in late 19.47 and worked 
for . that service in Austr la, ‘ Munich and Berlin. He allegedly also 
worked for U3 intelligence in Berlin (he showed DIETRICH a pass 
authorising him to enter US Kllit’ary installations in the Berlin area)* 
At the tame time he continued with nit blackmarket transactions and 
claims to hare enjoyed tho protection uf a US general officer who had 
a Jewish wife. This officer later refcurn^d^to the US. 

O* In August .1950 he went to Israel where he vasMieed on intelligence 

missions against the Syrians. On one of these 'missions ho wae captured 
by Syrian counter- intelligence officers. He confessed, under torture, 
thAt he hAd been working for the Israeli IS and was 'suboequently re- 
cruited by the Syrians end sent bAck to Israel as a double, agent. 

After he had completed soveral missions to the satisfaction, of the 
Syrians, ho was ieeuod a Syrion passport in the namo ofTcnST^l k No rman . 
born_a. January 1924 .lnDalrcs-Zor,.. Syria. His tuxjoriore in the Syrian 
IS wore a^ColoneiyfnuJ^UTTKA and a( s Lt.') Abdul lAhbKARIH, both in 
Damn ecus* 

d* With the Syrian pnoeport, HUGEHT rotumed to Austria in Haroh 1951, 
via Turkey, where he roportod to the leraoll Hiliteuy Attacho in 
Ankara*. HUOENT wae instructed by hlo ouperiors in tho Israeli IS 
. to report to a certain (fnu^OILBOHA at the Israeli Consulate in Vienna, -i 
,r * .who le in charge of the Israeli IS in Austria. :
